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Hobble Skirts, dropped waistlines, sack dresses and painted shoes have come and gone, and in some cases, have 
come back again since Mrs. Belcourt was a young girl in the late 1800's. In those days, the fashionable woman was 
the one who possessed skill with the needle and the imagination to introduce the different twist or the extra tuck 
Her mother was "wonderful to cut", she tells us, and it was from her and the Nuns in School that she learned to 
‘make her own clothes and to enjoy fashioning them. Listening to Mrs. Belcourt, one marvels at the dexterity with 
which those women could take a length of cloth, a pair of scissors and an old-fashioned sewing machine and produce 
garments that were well—fitting and stylish. 

Speaking of her first dance, Mrs. Belcourt recalls that she wore a black skirt and white Shirt-waist blouse, 
reminiscent of the style made popular by the Harvey Girls. It is interesting to note that this combination, 
whether the skirt be long or short or the blouse plain or ruffled, has remained a popular ensemble throughout the 
yearse 

First attempts at any art can be disastrous and dressmaking is no exception. Mrs. Belcourt made careful plans 
for the very first dress she herself made. She chose a green plaid for the skirt and would complement it with a 
plain green blouse. Disappointment was great when she discovered that the waist band was ill-fitting and the 
workmanship not at all perfect. Many would-be dressmakers would have scrapped the garment and chalked up the 
effort to experience, but not this ingenious lady. She purchased another yard of material and made a vest which 
covered the imperfections, and so was able to wear the outfit with pride. 

Materials and accessories were purchased in Edmonton at McDougal Corad, Johnstone Walker and the Hudson's Bay 
Company, at prices which would fill us with envy. Double-width, pure cashmere sold at fifty-cents per yard; a 
special-occasion, custom made hat cost her less than five dollars and for an additional five, she could become the 
owner of a pair of really good shoes, or rather, boots, of French kid with fancy buttons. 

During her married life, Mrs. Belcourt drove to Edmonton on her shopping expeditions in a horse and carriage 
and made the trip in approximately three-quarters of an hour. For all our pride in the speed and efficiency of 


_ today's transportation, we can't often better this speed, especially in the rush hours. 


Every woman has a favourite dress, either on account of the pleasant remembrances attending it or just because 


‘she feels that it enhanced her appearance. Mrs. Belcourt's favourite is the Navy silk which she wore on her 


Wedding Day. With it, and at this point her eyes become dreamy, she wore an ostrich feather. She speaks with 
such nostalgia of the ostrich feather that one wishes they would again reach the fashion heights. Her two attend— 
ants wore pale blue and altogether they must have presented a charming picture, 

It would be interesting to discover how many of today's women, without benefit of patterns, fashion magazines 
or "ready-made" models could excel in this feminine art of dressmaking as did so many of our ladies of long ago.
